REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


This year we will be faced with a rather severe question on the rubbish removal 
and disposal appropriation. The quote from the Town of Peterborough is almost 
twice last year’s. We will put the highest and most reasonable quote on the War- 
rant. The figure may be amended downward if it is the will of the majority. 

The whole Town should be proud of the results of the roadside cleanup. It was 
conducted over a short period of time at the convenience of the participants. 

We feel that the parking lot should have some extra lighting and have investigat- 
ed having a street light installed by Public Service, installing one to be owned by 
the Town, and installing smaller flood lights on a convenient tree to be turned on 
only as needed. We think that the latter is the cheapest route and hope to be able to 
use some of the income from the Young Fund for this purpose. 

The Town has become a participant in a bankruptcy proceeding involving R&R 
Lumber Co. of Newport. However, the Town owes the firm more money on the tim- 
ber sale deposit than the firm owes on its Yield Tax. There is also some discrep- 
ency due to red rot in some logs. We have been in touch with the Trustee and have 
been advised to file a claim for the court to consider. 

We would like to advise residents of the Town that when police services are re- 
quired that they should call the New Hampshire State Police at 1-800-852-3411. No 
other town is authorized or paid for any police work in Sharon.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AGENT 


All Town roads are inspected on a frequent basis during every week throughout 
the entire year. 

Summer construction included improving vision on the Nashua Road and 
Temple Road intersection. Culverts were cleaned on the above mentioned roads 
and also on the Cross and McCoy Roads. 

The road shoulders from the intersection of Spring Hill Road and Jarmany Hill 
Road to Spring Mill Road were cleaned and cut back. This section of road was 
sealed with asphalt. 

Crushed gravel was placed on Cross Road. 

The bridge railing work, started last year is not quite complete. Some posts will 
be stained instead of painted. 

Some brush and tree removal should be done on Mountain Road. 

T. R. A. (Town Road Aid) work on Nashua Road will consist of installing 
culverts and cutting banks for better drainage. 

Certain older cemetery plots in the McCoy Road Cemetery will need to be filled 
to correct settling of grave sites. 

Many of the Town road signs were repainted by Mr. David Wilson of McCoy 
Road. 

A railing has been installed beside the steps between the parking lot and the 
Brick Schoolhouse.
